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THE SIGNS OF TIME IN 
RELATION 10 THE END 








“When shall these things be, ana | 
what shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and the end of the world?” 

In the above text, the word for “age” 
has been translated “world,” but the 
disciples wanted to know what would 
be the sign of the coming of Jesus, and 
of the end of the age. We also should 
be especially interested in these 


| 


er to the end of the age than they 
were. 

In the scriptures, we are clearly told 
of many things that are to happen in 
the last days. “The chariots shall rage 
in the streets, they shall justle one 
against another in the broadways, 
they shall run like the lightnings. Na- 
hum 2:4. These things, we are told, 
would happen in the day of His pre- 
paration. 

Many great teachers would have us 
believe that the world will gradually 
grow better and better; that the gos- 
pel will be preached until all men are 
converted, then Jesus will come and 
establish His kingdom. As their proof, 
they use the modern inventions spoken 
of in Nahum, such as the aeroplanes, 
and the autimobiles, running in the 
streets. But we know that this old 
world will grow worse and worse as 
the end approaches. We see more 
theft, murder, and crime of every kind 
now than ever before. Iniquity is 
abounding on every hand. “Because 
iniguity shall abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold.” We are also told that 
in the end, the people will be turning 
away from the churches. So much will 
that be that the faithful are earnestly 
exhorted to come for worship. We 
ure entreated not to “Forsake the 
assembling of yourselves together, 
as the manner of somd is, but exhort- 
ing one another, and so much the more 
as ye see the day approaching.” Heb. 
10:25. 

This suggests empty churches. It is 
certainly a picture of present day con- 
ditions in relation to church attend- 
ance. At any previous time has false 
doctrine been more dominate thruout 
Christendomthan atthis present time? 
The Scriptures tell us that professing 
Christians shall depart from the faith. 
“Now the spirit speaketh expressly 
that in the lattertimes, some shall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits and doctrines of devils.” 
1 Tim. 4:1. 

Never before in the history of 
Christendom, has there been such 
widespread denial of the sound doc- 
trine of the Gospel and such universal 
acceptance of strange and amazing 
teachings. The most absurd phases 
of old heathen mythologies are being 
accepted instead of the precious Gos- 
pel of Christ. Infidel lecturers are no 
longer needed; tha work they once 
did has been accomplished so success 
fully through some of the theological 
colleges, and the acceptance of much 
that was once reckoned atheistic, has 
now become almost general. So has it 
come to be that the preacher who still 
holds to the old Gospel is now reckon- 
ed as hopelessly behind his times. 

When the Son of Man comes, will 
He find faith? 

Here is another inspired description 
of things as they will be when our age 

- ends. The following is quoted from 
Weymouth’s version: “But of this be 
assured: in the last days, grevious 
times will set in, for men will be lovers 
of self, lovers of money, boastful, 


bedient to parents, thankless, irregil- 
ious, destitute of natural affection, 
unforgiving, slanderers. They'll have 
no self-control, but will be brutal, op- 
posed to goodness, treacherous, heaa- 
strong, self-important. They will love 
pleasures instead of loving God, and 
will keep up a make-believe of piety, 
and yet live in defiance of its power.” 
2 Tim. 3:1. 

Now all this is a vivid picwre of 
what religious conditions are to be in 
the last days. It certainly describes 
present day conditions in so-called 
civilized lands. Every detail of this 
terrible description of the last day 
characteristics is now being found 
everywhere. Men and women every-

Christ’s second appearing will not 
atone; but is unto salvation. 

“So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for Him shall he appear the 
second time without sin unto salva- 
tion.” Heb. 9:28. 

The text is very broad in its scope, 


and graphically discloses the entire 
plan of salvation from the crucifixion 


to the second appearing of Jesus 
Christ. The context describes the 
Levitical priesthood under the old 


covenant and shows that the atone- 
ment made by Christ is much more 
powerful than that of the old cove- 
nant. Christ in His death bore the sins 
of many and became the mediator of 
the New Testament, sealing it with 
His own blood. The old covenant pro- 
vided a day of atonement in each year, 
upon which the high priest offered the 
blood of animals for an atonement for 
himself and the people. Lev. 16: 1-30; 
Heb. 9:7. The new dispensation had its 
day of atonement also, when Jesus, 
“by His own blood entered in once in- 
o the holy place” and by the “better” 
sacrifice of Himself obtained eternal 
redemption for us. Heb. 9:11-28. 


Under the law it was blood that 
atoned for the soul, ‘and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission” (or for- 
giveness of sins). Heb. 9:22; Lev. 17: 
11. The blood of bulls and of goats 
chat was annually offered under the 
old covenant for an atonement for 
sins, was typical of the blood of 
Jesus and the sacrifice of Himself, 
that “once in the end of the world” 
He should offer to “put away sins.” 
Without the blood of Jesus there is no 
forgiveness of sins, therefore the blood 
runs thru the entire plan of salvation. 

“Forasmuech as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradi- 
tion from your fathers; but with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spots: 
Who verily was foreordained before 
-he foundation of the world but was 
manifest in these last times for you.” 
1 Peter 1: 18-20. “Blessed be the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who has blessed us with all spiritual 
blessings in heavenly places in Christ: 
according as he has chosen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, 
that we should be holy and without 
blame before him in love: having pre- 
destinated us unto the adoption of 
children by Jesus Christ to himself 
according to the good pleasure of his 
will, to the praise of the glory of his 
grace, wherein he hath made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved. In whom (Je- 
sus) we have redemption thru _ his 
blood, and the forgiveness of sins ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace.” 
Eph. 1:3-7. 

We quote the above scriptures as 
proof that we only have redemption 
and forgiveness of sins thru the blood 
of Jesus Christ and without His blood 
there is no forgiveness. The Scriptures 
prove that the plan of redemption was 
foreordained and prefixed before the 
foundation of the world. This shows 
that in the mind of God Jesus shed His 
blood to atone for the sins before man 
was created, therefore man was creat- 
ed, therefore all sins that have been 
forgiven since the fall of man have 
been remifted, only thru the blood of 
Jesus. The theory that Jesus had 
power to forgive sins before His death 
and therefore did not shed His blood 
for that purpose is unscriptural and 
not according to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of salvation. It’s true that Jesus 
forgave sins before He was crucified, 
but He-did it on the strength of His 
blood which in His own mind, as well 
as in the mind of God, was shed from 
the beginning of the world. Rev. 13:8. 

The text shows that as Christ was 
once offered to bear the sins of many, 
He will come again without (RV. 
apart from) -sin unto salvation to them 
that look for Him. This shows that 
the purpose of His second appearing 
is not to atone for sins for that was 
provided for in His death. His second 
appearing ts unto salvation from sin

Inasmuch as there has been quite a bit of inquiry and some criti- 
cism of the Mission Board because of their failure to send Brother Bar- 
rick to India, the Board feels it imperative that they should make the 


Ist. It is the duty of the Mission’ Board to examine, or inquire 
into the qualifications of candidates coming before them and to pass 


2nd. The actions of the Mission Board make the Church respon- 
sible in a financial way for the care of all Missionaries sent out by 


As to the first, we wish to say that we have been very careful in 
our investigations. We have not made our findings public because it 
was not a matter of public business, but business for which the Mis- 
sion Board was created. The Church should, therefore, stand by the 
Board as long as it is safeguarding the best interest of the Church. 

As to the second, the report of the Mission Board at the last As- 
sembly was in part as follows: “In regards to the Church sending 
Brother Barrick to India, it is the decision of this Board that the 
Church is not able at this time to support a missionary in that field. 
Therefore, this proposition is dropped from the list of said Board.” 
This statement is thoroughly corroborated by a report from the Gen- 
eral Treasurer, which shows that we are now paying out $170.00 per 
month for mission work. The same report shows that our monthly 
receipts do not average that much. 

Then again, we received only about $30.00 in our last special of- 
fering for relief in the recent Bahama Island hurricane disaster. This 
goes to show that our people are not responding to the mission call. 

If the Church of God responds as a whole to the mission call in 
a way that will make it possible, we will be glad to send missionaries 
to every foreign land as fast as the right kind are available.

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SINS FORGIVEN 
THROUGH THE 
BLOOD OF JESUS 


(Centinued from page one) 

The Syriac Version reads “And a 
second time, without sins, will he ap- 
pear for the life of them who expect 
him.” The Greek word translated 
“salvation” signifies “deliverance, 
safety and preservation.” Salvation is 
in the past, present and future tense 
and when we consider its threefold as- 
pect we understand why it is that the 
second appearing of Jesus is fer the 
salvation of those who have already 
been saved thru His blood. 

Salvation in the past tense signifies 
that the believer has been saved from 
the guilt and penalty of sins. This 
means that those who have accepted 
Christ as their Saviour, have been for- 
given thru the shed blood of Jesus 
who bore their sins in His own body 
on the tree and paid the penalty of 
death that passed upon all when Adam 
transgressed. 1 Pet. 2:24; Rom. 5:9- 
15. 

Salvation in the present tense signi- 
fies that the believer is being saved, 
or kept from the habit and dominion 
of sin. This means that those who 
have had their sins forgiven have also 
accepted Christ as their sanctification, 
being sanctified with His blood and 
crucified with Him. Heb. 13:12; Gal. 
2:20. To those who have been sancti- 
fied and had the old man (I, self, or 
carnal nature) crucified, Paul says, 
“Reckon ye yourselves to be dead in- 
deed to sin, but alive unto God thru 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mortal body, 
that ye should obey it in the lusts 
thereof. Neither yield ye your mem- 
bers as instruments of unrighteous- 
ness unto sin; but yield yourselves un- 
to God, as those that are alive from 
the dead, and your members as instru- 
ments of righieousness unto God. 
For sin shall not have dominion over 
you; for ye are not under the law, but 
under grace.” Rom. 6:11-14. The grace 
that comes to believers in the work of 
sanctification will keep them from the 
habit and dominion of sin and  pre- 
serve them blameless unti] the coming 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 1 Thes. 5: 
23,24. 

Salvation in the future tense signt- 
fies that our salvation is not complete 
until Jesus appears the second time 
and we are delivered from the bondage 
of corruption ana our bodies redeemed 
from the powers of physical death. 
Rom, 8:18-23. Although our sins have 
been forgiven and we have been justi- 
fied by the blood of Jesus and have 
also accepted Christ as our sanctifica- 
tion, being sanctified with His blood, 
nevertheless our salvation will not be 
complete until the first resurrection 
when the dead in Christ shall rise and 
the living saints changed and ail 
caught up to meet the Lord in thé air. 
1 Thess. 4: 14-17; 1 Cor. 15: 50-54. 
This is the salvation that will be ex- 
perienced when Christ appears. the 
second time, but it will only be to 
those who have previously been 
redeemed by His blood, and are look- 
ing for Him. 

The future salvation or deliverance 
of the body “ from the body of corrup- 
tion into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God,” is clearly shown in 
the Scriptures. This is what the whole 
creation is groaning for and is the 
hope of the child of God. Rom. 8:22-24. 
Salvation in the future tense is what 
Paul had reference to when he said, 
“Now is our salvation nearer than we 
believed.” Rom. 13:11. We are nearer 
the time when Jesus will appear for 
the salvation of those who look for 
Him than we were when we believed
